The Progress of Ensilage. 


No new facts appear to have been 
brought out at the recent Ensilage Con- 
gress in New York, but the good epinion of 
the process entertained by many for several 
years, was fully sustained. The attendance 
was quite large, but was of course made 
up principally of those who believe in the 
process, and the talk was mainly on one 
side. We have never entertained the ex- 
travagant views expressed by some enthu- 
siasts whose make-up always causes them 
to exaggerate, but we have believed since 
the process was explained in this country, 
that something beneficial to American agri- 
culture would be the outcome of it. Its 
feeding value is now pretty well settled 
both in theory and practice, and Prof. Cald- 
well is doubtless correct in what he has to 
say about it in an article in the New York 
Tribune. He gives twenty tons of fodder 
corn as an average yield peracre. Twenty 
tons will give 5200 pounds of dry sub- 
stance; 750 bushels of Mangolds weighing 
925 tons, 5400 dry substance; a crop of 
hay. cutting 1 3-4 toms per acre, 3000 
pounds dry substance. If corn fodder 
costs 2.40 per ton, the cost per ton of dry 
substances would be $19.13; the cost of a 
ton of dry substance from a ton of Man- 
golds at a cost of 6.5 cents per bushel 
would be $19.25; while the cost of a ton of 
dry substances from hay, at $10 per ton, 
would be $11.66. It will be noticed that 
the amount of dry matter is nearly the 
same in ensilaged corn fodder, and in man- 
golds, and that its cost is almost identical. 

Now our climate is much better adapted to 
corn culture than to roots, and when the 
choice comes between cultivating an acre 
of beets and an acre of corn, no one would 
hesitate to choose the latter. In fact, the 
late experience in sugar beet culture in this 
State, shows that our people do not take 
kindly to this sort of farming any way, 
while in all our corn growing sections, this 
crop is a favorite. Up to this time there 
has been but little done in the way of build- 
ing silos in this State; it has been discour- 
aged by some of our leading agricultural- 
ists, though none of these claim to have 
had any personal experience on the subject. 
In Vermont, on the other hand, a state far 
ahead of ours in the extent and value of 
its dairy products, a hundred farmers and 
dairymen have built silos and are mainly 
enthusiastic in their praise. Now we 
regard the opinions of these farmers who 
have had practical experience worth vastly 
more than any amount of theoretical oppo- 
sitions of those who have never had a silo 
and perhaps never seen one. 

In a recent number of our Vermont 
namesake, was a large number of letters 
from farmers all over the State, giving their 
experience with ensilage, covering from 
one to five years. These letters contained 
none of the extravagant notions of some 
of the early experimentors, but they were 
uniformly favorable to this method of pre- 
serving green fodder.. From this number, 
we reproduce the letter of Hon. N. T. 
Sprague of Brandon, not because it gives 
the most favorable view, but because he is 
one of the most intelligent and successful 
farmers in this State, and because his posi- 
tion as President of the American Agri- 
cultural Association causes bim to be well 
and widely known. He says: 

“The subject of prmeervine green food 
for winter use has been and is being dis- 
cussed by almost every agricultural paper 
in the United States. Farmers’ Clubs. 
Granges, and all kindred organizations 
have considered the subject, and to-day the 
average farmer has not waked up to the 
importance of the modern idea of winter-

Summer crop, since it may be stored in 
any sort of weather in which work is 
possible out of doors. In some seasons 
this must be a very important matter, and 
it incurs no risk from the frosts that oc- 
casionly damage the rodt crop. Finally, 
by storing early green crops in this way 
a provision, often sadly needed, may be 
made for maintaining the supply of suc- 
culent fodder in the late summer and early 
fall, when the fields are so often burned 
up by drouth, and both pastures and stock 
will suffer by continued forced pasturage, 
and the necessity of reso to dry feed 
will cause diminished production at a time 
when the whole machinery of the farm or 
the dairy or both may demand that produc- 
tion ‘ae be kept up at least to the average 
mark. 





The Seed Question. 


The little talk that was had near the 
close of the late meeting of the Pomologi- 
eal Society, though not exactly revalent to 
the oceasion, was nevertheless upon an im- 
portant subject, and one deserving of care- 
ful thought by the farmers of this State. 
We refer to the subject of raising our own 
seed. Mr, Dumont, whose paper introduced 
the subject, is a member of the New Glou- 
cester family of Shakers, and it is well- 
known that the Shakers formerly raised 
nearly all the garden seeds sold in Maine. 
We can well remember when they were on 
sale in all the country stores, and no other 
could be found. Now we rarely find Maine 
grown seeds offered for sale, but instead, 
we have them grown in distant States. We 
have nothing to say against the quality of 
much of the foreign grass seed. We have 
frequently used it because we could get no 
other, but what we do say is that there is 
no good reason for sending so much money 
out of the State to purchase what can be 
grown at a profit here. We also know that 
there is frequently much spurious and dam- 
aged seed put upon our markets, entailing 
sore disappointment and great loss upon 
the purchasers. 

In private conversation, while at Water- 
ville, Prof. C. H. Fernald spoke of some 
seed peas he bought two years ago at a 
store in Bangor. Every pea, or nearly 
every one, contained a maggot. He called 
the dealer’s attention to the fact, but last 
year, on going again to the store, he found 
this dealer selling the same kind of peas 
and grown by the same seedsman. This 
man was deliberately selling worthless seed, 
knowing it to be such, and we have no 
doubt that other dealers do the same. 
These seeds are sold on commission, the re- 
tailer paying for only what he sells, and 
returning the rest; he has not therefore the 
common excuse of saving himself from 
loss, and the transaction can be regarded in 
no other light than a deliberate swindle. 
Old seeds are often palmed off for new. 
The packages that are left.over at the end 
of the season, are returned to the raiser. 
where they are repacked and sent out again, 
and this is repeated year after year. We 
would not be uuderstood as saying 
that this fraud is practiced by all seeds- 
men, but we have the best of reasons for 
believing that it is by no means an uncom- 
mon thing with some. 

The danger of introducing noxious weeds 
by the use of seed grown elsewhere, was 
referred to at the meeting. Mr. Pearson 
spoke of purchasing some seed oats that 
were particularly nice,a few years ago, 
but there were the seeds of a weed new to 
him in these same oats that he would not 
have had introduced upon his farm for five 
hundred dollars. Indeed, it is a fact that a 
large proportion of our most troublesome 
weeds came to us in this same way. Very 
lite grass seed is grown in Meine now, 
whereas a few years ago we raised it to 
sell. The result is that we depend almost 
entirely for our grass seed upon that grown 
elsewhere, and another result is, we often 
get poor seed. Two years ago we had an 
acre that we wished to lay down, and sent 
the man who did the work, to the store for 
seed. He sowed the usual proportion of 
clover and herds grass, but not a leaf of 
clover or spear of Timothy has shown 
itself in that field yet. We have heard 
considerable about manufactured grass 
seed and we suppose ours must have been 
of this kind. Now, why should we not 
raise our own clover and timothy seed as 
in the days of yore? A half acre of good 
clover left to go to seed and the same area 
of herds grass, would furnish us an 
abundance of seed for an ordinary seasons’ 
use. The seed need not be separated from 
the hull, but sown in the chaff. The straw 
makes good bedding for swine, and the 
farmer may be reasonably assured of good 
seed, free from the seeds of foul weeds.

MAINE BEeE-KEEPERS IN COUNCIL. 

The annual meeting of the Maine Bee- 
Keepers Association was held at Dexter on 
Thursday and Friday of last week. This 
association was organized in Dexter two 
years ago, with but very few members and 
under very discouraging circumstances, 
but live men took hold of it and now it is a 


strong and healthy organization, its mem- 
bers embracing a large number of bee men 
in various parts of the State. Meetings 
are held quarterly for the discussion of 
topics connected with this growing indus- 
try and for the purpose of comparing notes 
and considering the comparative value of 
various implements used in bee husbandry, 
and the various varieties of bees. At this 
meeting nearly every county in the east- 
ern and central portions of the State was 
represented. The meeting was called to 
order by F. O. Additon Esq , President of 
the association, and the roll of members 
called by the Secretary, Wm. Hoyt of 
Ripley. 

From the report of the Secretary we 
glean the following statistics. The Society 
now has fifty-four members, forty-four 
males and ten females, a gain of 33 since 
last year. The number of colonies of bees 
owned by the members in October, 1881, 
was 722; number in May, 1882, 437, show- 
ing a loss of 285, a hard winter indeed. 
The number of colonies owned October 1. 
1882, was 709; of this number 391 are black 
bees. and 318 either Italian Cyprian or 
hybrids. Number of colonies sold during 
the year 119; number bought, 106; number 
of queens sold, 175; number bought, 73 
Number of pounds of honey taken, 5,437; 
number of pounds of wax 331. 

The Secretary -also had reports from 97 
bee-keepers in the State whoare not mem- 
bers of the association, who reported as 
follows: number of colonies owned Oxto- 
ber 1, 1881, 1092; number May 1, 1882. 
863; number owned October 1, 1882. 1215. 
Of these 739 were black bees, and 476 either 
Italians, Cyprians or hybrids. Number of 
colonies sold during the year 164; number 
bought 118; number of queens sold 133; 
number bought 61. Number of pounds of 
honey taken 16,003; number of pounds of 
wax 457. This makes the gross weight of 
honey taken in the State during the year as 
reported something over 21,000 pounds. 

‘The fees for membership are only twen- 
ty-five cents and annual dues the same, so 
there is notalarge amount of funds on 
hand at any one time. The treasurer, Mr. 
Burrill, reported the receipts for the year 
$10.50; désbursements, ¢9.60. Cash on 
hand 30.90. The report was accepted, and 
a vote of thanks to the secretary for 
his painstaking and valauble report.

The Secretary read numerous extracts 
from correspondents showing that the past 
two years have been pretty hard ones for 
bee-keepers.

“A large number of colonies 
died last winter and spring in Aroostook; I 
think nearly one half, and most of those 
wintered came out in very poor condition. 
The year before was a very unfavorable 
one for bees in this county. Bees gathered 
but little honey, and what they got was 
very poor for winter stores. Last winter 
was but little better as a general thing. 
though my crop was first class and very 
abu t, and my 143 stocks have hives 
tull of splendid white clover stores. 
lurge number of colonies all around within 
a radius of a mile or more did next to 
nothing all summer, and were in poor con- 
dition at housing, but mine were full and 
strong last spring, and my last season's ex- 
perience illustrated the importance of bees 
being strong in the spring.”

Comparative Dentition of Domesticated 
Animals.

The teeth of the adult ox and cow are 
32 in number, 8 of which are incisors and 
24 molars, arranged us follows:

;| ment ones, the corners and canines being 


replaced by the fifth month, large dogs 
teething slower than small ones. At one 
year of the incisive teeth do not show 
much evidence of wear, but at two the 
lower central teeth are much worn, and at 
three, the middle ones are also worn. 
Between three and four years, the upper 
central incisors are worn,.and by five, the 
whole give such indications of wear, that 
bey this period the teeth offer very un- 
certain signs of age. The pup cuts his first 
three temporary molars when between four 
to five weeks old; these are the second, 
third, and fourth in each jaw, and between 
three and four months, the temporary 
molar first in position in the arcade, also 
appears. Between four and five months, 
the first permanent molar, the fifth in posi- 
tion,is cut, and between five and six months, 
the second permanent molar, the sixth, at 
which time the first, second, third, and 
fourth temporary molars are replaced by 
permanent ones, the last permanent molar 
of the lower jaw, the seventh. making its 
appearance between five and a half and six 
and a half months, secondary dentition be- 
ing fully completed by eight months. Pup- 
pies suffer greatly from teething, many 
having convulsions between the third and 
sixth month. 

The pig has 44 teeth, which are divided 
into 12 incisors, four canines and twenty- 
eight molars, as foliows: 


6 1—1 7-7 
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The pig is born with four incisors, the 
corner pair in each jaw, and four tushes. 
In a month the second pair, the central 
incisors in each jaw, are up, and at three 
months, the lateral incisors are cut, com- 
pleting the temporary incisors. At from 
six to nine months, the corner incisors and 
temporary tushes are replaced by perma- 
nent ones, at twelve months the central 
permanent incisors appear, and at eighteen 
months the lateral incisors are replaced by 
permanent ones. The first three molars 
are temporary, and are up in each jaw 
above and below by the first month. ‘The 
jaws and teeth grow, and at six months, in 
most animals, a small tooth comes up on 
either side of the lower jaw, behind the 
temporary tushes, between them and the 
molars, and in the upper jaw directly in 
front of the molars. The molars, seven in 
each row, increase in volume from the first 
to the last, which is very strong. At six 
months, the first permanent molar in each 
jaw, the fuurth, comes up, at nine months 
he second permanent molar, the fifth is 
cut, at twelve months the three temporary 
molars are replaced by permanent ones, 
and at eighteen months of age, the last 
permanent molar is cut, and the dentition 
of the pig is completed. ‘The incisors. six 
in each jaw, exhibit very remarkable differ- 
ence between each other. The central and 
lateral ones in the upper jaw closely resem- 
ble the corresponding ones in the horse, 
having date cavities on their table surfaces, 
while the upper corner ones resemble those 
of the dog. ‘The incisors of the lower jaw 
are long, nearly straight, project forward, 
and somewhat resemble the rodont incisors 
of the rat, while the lower corners are 
smaller than those of the upper jaw. The 
canine teeth, temporary and permanent, are 
well developed, particularly in the male, 
and cross each other during the life of the 
animal. The lower are the largest, and 
curve outwards, forwards, and upwards; 
the upper pass outwards and downwards. 
and form a very dangerous weapon -in the 
wild or domestic boar. It will be noticed 
by consulting the tables, that included in 
the time from six to twelve months old, the 
pig cuts thirty-six teeth. and is then most 
troubled in dentition. The sheep has 32 
permanent teeth, which resemble those of 


‘| the ox, but are much smaller and whiter. 


They are arranged as follows: 
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The lamb is usually dropped without any 
incisor teeth. The first four are generally 
up in a week, the next two within a fort- 
night, and the remaining two within a 
month. The first change takes place in the 
incisors in about fifteen months, at which 
time the temporary nippers aro replaced by 
permanent ones, and towards two years the 
internal laterals are replaced ; when coming 
three the exteral pair are shed, and when 
coming four all the permanent incisors are 
up and in full wear. The teeth afford the 
most decisive test of the age of a sheep, un- 
til itis four years old, although the same 
tule applies to them as to high-bred cattle. 
in early and late dentition, and well-bred 
and high kept sheep acquire their perma- 
nent teeth earlier than natives. ‘The incis- 
ors are all in the lower jaw, and stand up 
and rest more firmly against the pad of the 
upper jaw, than in the ox, and are fixed 
much more solidly in the alveola cavity. 
At six years old the incisors begin to dim- 
inish in breadth, and lose their fan-like 
shape. At seven they become long and 
narrow, stand about per icular with re- 
8 to each other, and have lost their cut- 

edges. At eight they begin to con- 
verge towards the middle. At nine they 
converge still more, and the teeth are thin 
and very long. At ten the teeth are be- 
coming loose, and from then to twelve they 
begin to drop out, when the sheep is called 
broken mouthed.” The c in the 
molars varies little from those of the ox, 
but is somewhat earlier. ‘The permanent 
molars, are never shed and mastication con- 
tinues so that old breeding ewes often live, 
and raise good lambs for several years after 
ceasing to have any front teeth. The teeth 
of the goat are of the same number and dis- 
position, and the period of eruption of the 
temporary and permanent teeth are nearly 
identical with those of the sheep, arranged 
as follows: 
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The cat has 30 teeth, 12 incisors, 4 tusks, 
and 14 molars, eight of which are in the 
upper and six in the under jaw, as follows: 
1—1

Their teeth are constructed in the same 
type as those of the dog, and have relatively 

same periods of eruption and replace- 
ment. It may be interest and instruct- 
ive to compare the teeth of animals with 
those “the brevity of whose 
face,” it has been remarked, influences the 
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surmounted by four or five tubercales or 
cusps, feur in the upper and five in the low- 
er, hence their name, multicuspids. The 
first molar tooth is the largest and broadest 
of all, and in the upper jaws the roots consist 
of three, and in the lower of only two fangs. 
The third molar is smaller than the others, 
and from its late appearance is called the 
wisdom tooth. The eruption of the tempo- 
rary teeth commences at the seventh month, 
and is complete about the end of the second 
year, those of the lower jaw preceding the 
upper. Gray gives the period for the erup- 
tion of the temporary set as the seventh 
month central incisors; seventh to tenth 
month, lateral incisors; twelfth to four- 
teenth month, anterior molars; fourteenth 
to twentieth month, canines; eighteenth 
to thirty-sixth month, posterior molars. 

Previous to the permanent teeth pene- 

trating the gum, the bony partitions which 
separate their sacs from the temporary 
teeth are absorbed, the fangs of the tempo- 
rary teeth disappear, and the permanent 
teeth become placed under the loose crowns 
of the deciduous teeth; the latter finally 
become detached, and the permanent teeth 
take their place inthe mouth. The erup- 
tion of the mg mere teeth takes place at 
the following eee the teeth of the 
lower jaw preceding those of the upper, by 
a short inteval : 

Six and a half years, first molars; seventh 

ear, two middle incisors ; eighth year, two 
ateral incisors; ninth year, first Ciontend : 
tenth year, second bicuspid; eleventh to 
twelfth year, canines ; twelfth to thirteenth 
year, second molars; seventeenth to twen- 
ty-first year, wisdom-teeth.

Farm and Garden Notes. 





At the recent dairy show in Dublin, Pro- 
fessor Sheldon spoke of the variableness in 
quality of Lrish butter, and remarked that 
**He had been recently informed by deal 
ers in London that the average quality of 
Irish butter had considerably improved dur- 
ing recent years; but a great deal was still 
requisite to be done. No one ever denied 
the good quality of Irish butter, but the 
great fault the London buyers found was 
the lack of uniformity in what was sup- 
plied to them. A man largely engaged in 
the trade in London told him the other day 
that they could not depend on getting the 
butter alike for three successive days. 
Where the producers were farmers having 
only from three to ten cows it was not easy 
tw meet this difficulty. In France and Nor- 
mandy the butter was collected from the 
corresponding class of farmers by dealers 
who mixed it so as to form an article of 
one quality. For London, which was the 
best market Ireland had, it would be a 
great matter to have the butter all alike. 
Che dealers wanted the best quality, if pos- 
sible, but they should have it all alike; 
otherwise they could not make recommen- 
dations to their customers. ‘These had been 
very successfully worked in America. The 
milk was collected from the farmers and 
brought to the factories, where there were 
all the conditions necessary for making 
large quantities of a uniform article.” 


Producing new varieties of fruits by 
planting the seeds is always interesting in 
its results, and it sometimes gives trees 
valuable for their ultimate yield. Many 
sorts of the peach for instance, give seed- 
ling varieties quite similar to the parent, 
and by raising a hundred or two in rather 
thick rows, all the poor ones may be dug 
out as soon as they bear. Some good 
plums may be had in the same way. 
Where seeds of peaches, plums, chestnuts, 
&c., have been preserved for such planting, 
care should be taken that they do not be- 
come too dry during autumn or winter, or 
they will not germinate. Small quantities 
may be packed in damp sand or moss. I 
it is found that they are already too ay. 
they may be most easily restored, if at all, 
by mixing through moss and then burying 
them a few inches deep until the first day 
the ground thaws in spring, when they are 
to be planted. Cherry stones which have 
been kept dry since last summer are doubt- 
less beyond recovery; plum stones and 
chestnuts may have a better chance, and 
peach stones, by cracking next spring, will 
nearly always grow. But it is better in all 
cases to take them when fresh and preserve 
from drying. 


N. E. Farmer: We have learned that by 
intelligent and honest methods of treating 
our New England soils we can gather as 
abundant harvests as are gathered in what 
have been considered more favored locali- 
ties, and we find too, that such harvests 
are worth morein our markets, either by 
the bushel or by the acre, than the same 
harvests would be on the farms at the 
West. In short, we have learned that the 
means are within reach of every intelligent 
farmer to make his own fields as fertile, as 
productive and as profitable as are the fields 
of the pioneer. Intelligence when applied 
to agriculture is bringing results that com- 
mand the attention and the respect of all 
classes. We see evidences of this with 
every returning season. The thinking, in- 
quiring farmers are gaining confidence. 
Men of other occupations and especiall 
the wealthy inhabitants of our overcrowe- 
ed, and in many respects unattractive cities, 
are turning their attention with favor to- 
wards the land. Our scholars, particularly 
the chemists and botanists, are studying to 
learn how to make the farms more produc- 
tive. 


Am. Agriculturist: The great fault with 
American farmers is a constant desire for 
change. The farm is rarely thought of as 
the home which the children are to occupy 
during a life-time, and then leave to their 
heirs. 
the crops—first one thing and then another, 
the result of which is a shifting that is 
profitiess.

"The Hired Girl Question. 


Being a constant reader of the FARMER, 
I usually turn to the woman's department 
the first thing, always finding something 
valuable among the thoughts and sug- 
gestions of its numerous contributors. Of 
late, [have been interested in the ‘hired 
girl’ question, that has been discussed so 
freely on both sides. Not feeling myself 
capable of advancing any ideas that will 
have any bearing on the subject, yet I feel 
like speaking a few of my thought on this 
perplexing question. 

Iam the mother of six girls; and asa 
mother I have tried todo my duty toward 
them. I am not one of the number alluded 
to by “Cary,” who have allowed their 
daughters to sit with folded hands, in idle- 
ness, while they themselves have done 
the work. On the contrary, Iam _ bring- 
ing my girls up to work, and also to feel 
that there is nothing degrading in doing 
housework. Itis my earnest endeavor to 
prepare my daughters to become good 
housekeepers, as well as to fit them to 
adorn good society; but I will admit that 
my heart recoils at the idea that those girls 
should go from my care to become what is 
termed ‘hired help.” Not that thero is 
anything degrading in the labor itself, but 
to read the odium that has been heaped up- 
on “hired girls,” by some of the contribu- 
tors to this column, has grated harshly on 
my feelings. While trying to instill into 
the minds of my daughters the necessity of 
forming industrious habits, I have taught 
them to maintain an amount of self respect, 
feeling that this is an essential element in 
forming their character and morals. Think 
you [ would consent for one of my girls to 
go into a family, in the capacity of hired 
girl, where she would be treated with no 
more consideration than a domestic animal? 
When her kitchen duties are finished, she 
is not allowed to sit down with the family; , 
and even if she were allowed this privilege, 
she must feel the sting of neglect. If 
callers come in she is not recognized, and 
if noticed at all itis with a scornful look 
speaking louder than words their contempt 
for her. Sheis expected to prepare the 
meals for the family, and then sit down in 
the kitchen and+at hers with the hired 
men, no matter how rough and unculti- 
vated they may chance to be. She is not 
allowed to ride out with the family, and 
frequently is not allowed to sit in the same 
pew with them at church. 

No wonder the girl becomes discouraged 
and ina measure loses her self respect. 
Chere is nothing to encourage, her duties 
become irksome, and she becomes disgust- 
ed with her situation. True, she is paid 
her wages, but in many cases she is given 
to understand that no matter how small 
her wages may be, it is more than she 
has earned. Thisis no fancy picture of 
“hired girl” life, it is real. There are 
families where their ‘‘domestics” are treat- 
ed differently, where they have all the 
privileges of the rest of the household, and 
as far as my observation goes, those fami- 
7 are never troubled to get help, and keep 

t 





I for one, think that the scarcity of girls 
to do housework is almost entirely due to 
the way hired girls have been used. It is 
not to be supposed that a girl, in being 
called to serve others, is to entirely lose 
her individuality and become a mere ma- 
chine; she has her rights as well as her 
employer. When the “hired girl” receives 
the consideration due her, as one of the 
great human family, created by the same 
Omnipotent hand, then girls will be ready 
to do housework, and mothers will feel 
much more safe in sending their daughters 
into good families than allowing them to 
go into factories, shoe shops and stores.
